G.S.R. 505(E).—The following draft of the rules which the Central Govern¬ 
ment proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 44 of the Road Transport Act, 1950 (64 of 1950), to amend the Delhi 
Transport Corporation (Board of Directors) Rules, 1934, is hereby published as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 44 of the said Act, for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft shall be taken into consideration after the expiry of thirty days from the date 
on which copies of the Gazette containing the said draft rules are made available 
to the general public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the period specified above, will be considered 
by the Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Delhi Transport Corporation (Board of 
Directors) Amendment Rules, 1991. 

2. For sub-rule (2) of rule 7 of the Delhi Transport Corporation (Board of 
Directors) Rules, 1984, the following sub-rule shall oe substituted, namely :— 

“(2) The Director appointed under clause (c) of rule 3 shall be entitled 
to a fee of 150 rupees for attending meetings of the Board per day 
and to a fee of 75 rupees for attending the meetings of the Com- 
mittce|Sub-comm : ttee of the Board per day; 

Provided that where any such Director attends on the same day 
a meeting of the Board and a meeting of the CommitteejSub-com- 
mittee, tic shall be entitled only to a fe e of 150 rupees for attending 
such meetings; 

Provided further that the aggregate amount of fee payable to 
such Director during any month shall not exceed Rs. 75u; 

Provided also that where such Director is so appointed by virtue 
of the office he is holding, he shall not be entitled to any fees under 
this sub-rule.”. 
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
